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TO ESTABLISH A QUARANTINE FOB THE BAT 
AND HABBOB OF SAN FBANCISCO, AND SANI- 
TARY LAWS FOB THE CITY AND COUNTY OF 
SAN FBANCISCO. 

The People of the State of California represented in Senate 

and Assembly do enact as follows : 

Section 1. — The Quarantine Grounds of the bay and 
harbor of San Francisco shall be at the anchorage of 
Saucelito. 

Sec 2. — There shall be a Board of Health in and for the 
city and county of San Francisco, which Board shall con- 
sist of the Mayor of the city and county, and four physi- 
cians in good standing, residing in the city and county of 
San Francisco, who shall be appointed by the Governor; 
and they shall determine by lot, one shall hold for one 
year, one for two years, one for three years, one for four 
years; and their successors shall be appointed, as herein 
provided, for the term of five years each. 

Sec. 3. — The Mayor of the city and county of San Fran- 
cisco shall be ex-officio President of the Board of Health; 
they shall meet monthly and at such other times as the 
President may call them together for the transaction of 
business. In the absence of the President the Board shall 
elect a chairman, who shall be clothed with the same 
powers as the President 

Sec. 4. — There shall be a Health Officer for the city and 
county and port of San Francisco ; he shall be elected by 
the Board of Health, and shall continue in office during its 



pleasure. He shall be a graduate of some medical college 
in good standing, and shall reside within the city limits of 
San Francisco. 

Sec. 5. — The Health Officer shall have power to perform 
all acts which Quarantine Officers are usually authorized 
to perform, and shall be the Executive Officer of the Board 
of Health. 

Sec. 6. — The Board of Health shall appoint a Deputy 
Health Officer, who shall be a physician in good standing, 
a Secretary, two Health Inspectors, one Market Inspector 
and one Messenger, whose duties shall be de&aed by the 
Health Officer. 

Sec 7. — The following rates of compensation shall be 
allowed to the Officers of the Health Department : Health 
Officer, twenty-four hundred dollars per annum ; Deputy 
Health Officer, eighteen hundred dollars per annum ; Sec- 
retary, two thousand one hundred dollars per annum; two 
Health Inspectors, one thousand two hundred dollars per 
annum each; one Market Inspector, one thousand two hun- 
dred dollars per annum, and one Messenger, nine hundred 
dollars per annum . All the salaries provided to be paid 
under the provisions of this Act, shall be paid monthly, in 
equal instalments, out of the General Fund of said city 
and county, in the same manner as the salaries of the other 
officer^ of said city and county are paid; and it shall be 
the duty of the Auditor of said city and county to allow, 
and of the Treasurer to pay, said salaries in the manner 
herein provided. 

Sec 8.— The Health Officer, in addition to his salary, 
shall receive such sums for the necessary expenses of his 
office as the Board of Health may direct, and the Auditor 
is hereby directed to audit, and the Treasurer to pay, such 
sums out of the General Fund, and the Board of Super- 
visors shall provide proper offices for the Health Depart- 
ment 



Seo. 9. — ^The Board of Health shall have general super- 
yision of all matters appertaining to the sanitary condition 
of said city and-.county, including the City and County 
Hospital, the County Jail, Alms House, Industrial School, 
and all public health institutions provided by the city and 
county of San Francisco; and full powers are hereby given 
to said Board to adopt such orders and regulations, and 
appoint or discharge such medical attendants and em- 
ployees as to them seems best to promote the public wel- 
fare, and not in contravention of any law, and they may 
appoint as many Health Inspectors ^as they may deem 
necessary in time of epidemic. 

Sec. 10. — It shall be the duty of shipmasters bringing 
vessels into the harbor of San Francisco, and of masters, 
owners, or consignees having vessels in said harbor. v.hich 
have on board any cases of small-pox, yellow fever, or 
Asiatic cholera, typhus or ship fever, to immediately re- 
port the same in vmtingiio the Health Officer before land- 
ing any passengers, casting anchor, or coming to any 
wharf, or as soon thereafter as they or either of them shall 
become aware of the existence of either of these diseases 
on board of said vessel. 

Sec. 11. — ^No captain or other officer in command of any 
vessel sailing Uiuder a register, arriving at this port, nor 
any owner, consignee, agent or other persoQ having charge 
of such vessel or vessels, shall, under a penalty of not less 
than one hundred dollars, nor more than one thousand 
dollars, land or permit to be landed, any freight, passen- 
gers, or other persons from said vessel or vessels, till he 
shall have reported to the Health Officer, presented his 
bill of health, and received a permit from said officer to 
land said freight, passengers or other persons. 

ScE. 12. — It shall be the duty of every pilot who shall 
conduct into the port of San Francisco any vessel subject 
to quarantine, or to examination by the Health Officer : 



First, to bring said TesBel no nearer the town than is 
allowed by Section li of thia Act; Second, to prerent any 
person from leaving;, and any communication being made 
with the veesel under bis charge, till the Health Officer 
shall have boarded her, and shall have given the neceeaary 
orders and directions; Third, to be vigilant in preventing 
any violation of the quarantine laws, and to report without 
delay all such violations that come to his knowledge to the 
Health Officer; Fourth, to present the master of the vessel 
with a printed copy of the quarantine laws, unless he have 
one already ; and, in the event of being subject to quaran- 
tine, by reason of infection, to place at the mast-head a 
small yellow flag. 

Sec. 13. — Every master of a vessel subject to quarantine 
or visitation by the Health Officer, arriving in the port of 
San Francisco, who shall refuse or neglect either: First, 
to proceed with and anchor his vessel at the place assigned 
for quarantine, when legally directed so to do, or, Second, 
to submit his vessel, cargo and passengers to the Health 
Officer, and to furnish all necessary information to enable 
that officer to determine to what length of quarantine and 
other regulations they ought respectively to be subject; or 
neglect to report all eases of disease mentioned in this 
Act, and alt cases of death occurring on his vessel, and to 
comply with all the sanitary regulations of said bay and 
harbor, shall bo deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof, shall be punished as provided for in 
Section 11 of this Act. 

Sec. 14.— All vessels arriving off the port of San Fran- 
cisco, from ports which have been legally declared infected 
porta, and all vessels arriving from porta where there shall 
be prevailing, at the timeof their departure, any contagi- 
ous, infectious or pestilential diseases, (especially small- 
pox, Asiatic cholera, typhus or ship fever,) or vessels with 
deeayiug cargoes, or which have unusually foul or offen- 
sive holds, shall be subject to quarantine; and it shall be 
the duty of the master, owner, pilot or consignee to report 



any and all such vessel or vessels to the Health Officer 
mthout delay. No such vessel shall cross a rig^t line 
drawn from Meigg's Wharf to Alcatraz Island, till the 
Health Officer shall have boaided her, and given the order 
required by law. 

Seo. 15. — ^It shall be tha duty of the Health Officer to 
board every vessel subject to quarantine or visitation by 
him, immediately on her arrival, (or as soon as he shall be 
notified thereof,) between sunrise and sunset, to make sudi 
examination and inspection of vessel, books, papers or 
cargo, or of persons on board, under oath, as he may 
judge expedient, to determine whether said vessel should 
be ordered to quarantine, and if so, the period of quaran- 
tine. 

Sec. 16. — ^No captain or other officer in command of any 
passenger-canying vessel of more than one hundred and 
fifty tons btirden, nor of any vessel more than one hundred 
and fifty tons burden, having passengers on board, nor any 
owner, consignee, agent or other person having charge of 
such vessel or vessels, shall, under a penalty of not less 
than one hundred dollars, nor more than one thousand 
dollars, land or permit to be landed any passenger or pas- 
sengers from said vessel or vessels, until he shall have pre- 
sented his bill of health to the Health Officer, and received 
a permit from that officer to land said passenger or passen- 
gers, except in such cases as the Health Officer shall deem 
it safe to give the permit before seeing the bill of healtL 

Seo. 17. — The following fees shall be collected by the 
Health Officer: For giving a permit to land freight or pas- 
sengers, or both, from any vessel of less than one thousand 
^ tons burden, from any port out of this State, two and a half 
dollars; from any port in this State, one dollar and a 
quarter; from any passenger-canying vessel of more than 
one thousand tons burden, three dollars and seventy-five 
cents; from vessels of more than one thousand tons bur- 
den, carrying no passengers, two dollars and fifty cents. 
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Provided that yessels carrying less than twenty passengers 
shall in no case pay more than two dollars and a half; but 
this shall not apply to sailing vessels sailing to and from 
any port of the Pacific States of the XTnited States or Ter- 
ritories, or to whaling vessels entering the harbor of San 
Francisco, excepting that they shall report to the Health 
Officer, as provided for in Section 10 of this Act. 

Sec 18. — The Health Officer or his deputy shall board 
any vessels bringing passengers from Asiatic ports and 
coming into the harbor of San Francisco, and then and 
there, in his discretion, vaccinate each and every one of 
said passengers before they shall be permitted to land in 
the city and county of San Francisco. 

Sec. 19. — In case there shall be any person on board 
the vessels mentioned in Section 10, who shall actually be 
sick with the small-pox, the Health Officer is hereby 
authorized to require each and every person on board said 
vessel to be re-vaccinated, if he or she has been previously 
vaccinated, or to be then and there vaccinated for the first 
time. 

Sec. 20. — It shall be the duty of each and every master, 
or other officer having command of such vessel to aid the 
Health Officer in performing the duties herein required, by 
anchoring the vessel in the bay, and by all other suitable 
and reasonable means, until said vaccination shall have 
been completed; and any master, or other officer in com- 
mand of such vessel, who shall neglect or refuse to render 
such assistance in carrying out the provisions of this sec- 
tion, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on 
conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine not less 
than one hundred dollars, nor more than five hundred 
dollars. 

Sec. 21. — The fees of the Health Officer for vaccinating 
such passengers shall be one dollar for each and every per- 
son so vaccinated; and all persons refusing to be vacci- 
nated, or to pay fee therefor, shall be detained at quarah- 
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tme on board said vessel until ihey are vaeoinated and pay 
the fee therefor, and he is hereby authorized to collect the 
said fee from the person or persons vaccinated. 

Sec. 22. — The Board of Health shall have the power, 
under the provisions of this Act, to provide suitable 
hospitals, to be situated at or near Saucelito, and furnish 
and supply the same with suitable nurses and attaches, as 
in their judgment the public health may require, and to 
remove thereto all persons afiiicted with cholera, yellow 
fever, typhus or ship fever. 

Sec. 23.^It shall be the duty of the Health Officer to 
beep a record of all births, deaths and interments in the 
city and county of San Francisco, in books duly prepared 
for that purpose. Said records, when filled, shall be de- 
posited in the office of the County Eecorder, and produced 
when required for public inspection. 

Sec. 24. — Every sexton, undertaker, superintendent of a 
cemetery, or other person, who shall inter, or cause to be 
interred, any human body, without having first obtained 
and filed with the Health Officer a physician's certificate, 
or the Coroner's certificate, setting forth, as nearly as 
possible, the name, age, color, sex, and date and place of 
birth, date and locality of death, and cause of death of the 
deceased, shall be deemed guilty of misdemeanor, and on 
conviction shall be punished as provided in Section 29 of 
this Aci 

Sec. 25. — It shall be the duty of the physicians, when 
deaths occur in their practice, to give a certificate to that 
effect, with the name, age, color, nativity, date of death, 
place of death and occupation of deceased. For this pur- 
pose, blank certificates shall be kept at the Health Office. 

Sec. 26. — Physicians and midwives shall, on or before 
the fourth day of each month, make a return to the Health 
Officer of all births, deaths, and the number of still-bom 
children occurring in their practice during the preceding 
month; in the absence of such attendants, it shall be the 
duty of the parent to make such report within thirty days 
after the birth of said child. 
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Sec. 27. — Superintendeuts of cemeteries within the 
boundaries of the city and county of Sau Francisco, aboil 
make returns to the Health Officer on each Monday of nil 
permits for Interment received by them during the preced- 
ing week. 

Sec. 28. — No Superintendent of any cemetery shall re- 
move, or cause to be removed, disinter, or cause to be dis- 
interred, any corpse that shall have been deposited in said 
cemetery, without a permit from the Health Officer, or by 
order of the Coroner. 

Sec. 2d. — Any peraou who shall neglect or refuse to 
comply with any of the provisions of this Act shall be 
deemed guilty of misdemeanor, tfnd on conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine of not leas than one hundred 
dollars nor more than one thousand dollars, or by im- 
prisonment in the County Jail not exceeding twelve 
months, or by both fine and imprisonment. 

Sflb. 30.— Wherever a nuisance shall exist on property of 
any non-resident of the city and county, the Board of 
Supervisors may, on the recommendation of the Board of 
Health, cause euch nuisance to be abated, and may allow 
and order paid out of the General Fund all proper charges 
and expenses incurred in abating such nuisance, and all 
sums 80 allowed and paid shall become a charge upon the 
property on which the nuisance existed, and may be re- 
covered by an action against such property, and by a sole 
of the property on execution for such judgment, the same 
as in other cases. 

Sec. 31. — The Police Judge's Court of the city and 
county of San Francisco shall have fiill and complete juris- 
diction of all actions and proceedings for the violation of 
the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 32.— It shall be the duty of the Health Officer to 
have kept in his office a book in which shall be entered all 
fees collected by him; and he shall cause the same to be 
paid over to the City and County Treasurer weekly, under 
oath, to the credit of the General Fund.

Sec. 33. — The Health Officer, before entering on his 
duties, shall give bonds with good and sufficient security, 
to be approved by the Board of Health, in the sum of ten 
thousand dollars for the faithful performance of his duties. 

Ssa 34. — ^Any member of the Board of Health, Deputy 
Health Officer, or Secretary of the Health Department 
shall be empowered to administer oaths on business con- 
nected with that Department. 

Sec. 35. — ^All Acts or parts of Acts in conflict with this 
Act, or any of its provisions, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 36. — ^This Act shall take effect immediately after its 
passage. 
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BEMOYAL TO QITABANTINE QBOUND. 

Section 1. The Board of Health shall have power, 
whenever in their judgment the public health shall require 
it: 

1. To order any vessel at the wharves of the city and 
county, or in the viciniiy thereof, to the quarantine ground, 
or other place of safety: and may require all articles or 
things landed in the city and county from such vessel, to 
be seized and returned to the vessel, or removed to the 
quarantine ground. And in case any master, owner or 
consignee of any vessel, shall neglect or refuse to obey an 
order of removal made under this section, the Board of 
Health, or the President thereof, may mskke the removal 
ordered, at the expense of such master, owner, or con- 
signee. 

2. To require the removal of all persons landed into the 
city, from any vessel at the wharves, or in the vicinity of 
the city. 

CLEANSING AND FUMiaATION OF VESSELS. 

3. To direct the cleansing and fumigation of any vessel 
or its cargo, in the port of San Francisco, and the destruc- 
tion of any bedding, clothing, or portion of the cargo, that 
they may deem infected and likely to spread disease. 

4. To order to be thrown overboard and destroyed, any 
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portion of the cargo of any vessel .in said port, tliat may 
be in a decayed or injured condition, and likely, on tliat 
account, to produce disease. 

PREYENTINa COMMUNICATION. 

5. To prevent communication between any vessel ordered 
into quarantine, and the city, except under such regula- 
tions as the said Board may establish. 

6. To give suQh directions and adopt such measures as 
in their judgment may be necessary for cleansing and 
purifying any building or premises, ^.nd to cause to be 
done in relation thereto, everything which in their opinion 
may be proper to preserve the health of the city. 

7. To prevent the spreading of contagious diseases by 
forbidding all communication with a house or person in- 
fected with such a disease, except such as they may deem 
necessary for any purpose; and by causing to be removed 
to a place provided therefor any person infected with such 
a disease; and by doing or causing to be done any other 
act that they may deem necessary to effect such object. 

PROVISION FOB EXPENSE. 

Seo. 2. The expenses incurred in carrying out the pro- 
visions of sub-sections three and six of section* one of 
this Chapter shall be paid by the persons and property re- 
moved, or by the property subjected to sanitary regula- 
tions in other respects, or by the city, as in the judgment 
of the Board of Health may in each case be deemed just. 

REPORT ON SMALL POX GASES. 

Sec. 3. The Health Oficer shall visit and examine all 
cases of Asiatic cholera and small pox that may be brought 
to his notice, and such other cases as the Board of Health 
may direct, and shall report to the said Board thereupon 
in writing, at its regular monthly meeting. 

GRATUrnOUS VACCINATION. 

Sec. 4. The Health Officer shall keep an office in some 
convenient location, and shall keep the same open for gra- 
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tuitous yaccination during certain hours of each day, of 
which he shall give public notice, by advertisement, from 
time to time, in two' daily newspapers. He shall give his 
personal attention and services to the work of gratuitous 
vaccination, selecting and preserving the vaccine virus 
with his utmost care and skill, and shall so perform his 
duties as to promote the physical well boing of all who 
shall apply at his office. 

PROSECUTION FOB VIOLATION OF OBDEBS. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Health Officer in 



every practical way to impress upon the citizens of the City 
and County of San Francisco, the importance and duty of 
revaccination in the case of all persons who have passed a 
period of more than seven years since the time of their 
first vaccination. The Health Officer, in addition to the 
duties specifically mentioned in this Order, shall be prompt 
and active in seeing that all orders of the Board of Health 
are properly executed, and shall be vigilant and active in 
detecting and removing all causes of disease, and shall see 
that all persons violating the orders of the Board of Health, 
in relation to the preservation of the public health, are 
duly prosecuted. 

« 

DEPOSIT OF BUBBISH. 

Sec. 6. No person shall throw into or deposit upon any 
public street or highway or grounds, or upon any private 
premises or anywhere, except in such places as may be 
designated for the purpose, by the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Streets and Highways, any glass, broken ware, dirt, 
rubbish, garbage, or filth; and no person ovming or hav- 
ing the control of any premises, shall permit any drain 
therefrom to empty into or upon any lot or public square, 
street or highway, except by permission of the Board of 
Health; and no person shall carry upon any sidewalk ex- 
posed so as to be offensive to pedestrians, any rubbish, 
garbage or filth. 
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POLIGE 07FICEB8 EX OFFIOIO HEALTH INSPEOTOBS. 

SEa 7. Eyeiy regular and special police officer haying 
a regular beat shall be ex officio Health Inspector, and in 
case said regular or special police officer shall observe at 
any time that any building, street, alley, court or 
lane in said city and county is in a pondition offensive to 
the public health, he shall immediately make a report 
thereof to the Health Officer. Said ex officio Health In- 
spector shall serve without pay. It shall be the duty of 
the Health Officer to report to the Police Commissioners 
any neglect of the duties required in this Order of ex officio 
Health Inspectors. 

BEPOBTS OF PHYSICIANS. 

Seo. 8. It shall be the duty of each physician in this 
city and county to report to the Health Officer, in vmting, 
eveiy patient he shall have laboring under Asiatic cholera 
or small-pox, immediately after he shall be satisfied of the 
nature of the disease, and to report to the same officer 
eveiy case of death from such disease, immediately after 
it shall have occurred. 

BEPOBT OF HOUSEHOLDEB. 

Seo. 9. It shall be the duty of every householder in 
this city and county to report, in vmting, to the Health 
Officer, immediately, the name of every person boarding 
or lodging at his or her house, vrhom he or she shall have 
reason to believe to be sick of cholera or small-pox, and 
any deaths occurring at his or her house from such diseases. 

VEmCLES USED FOB BEMOVAL OF SMALL POX GASES. 

Seo. 10. No person shall drive or use any vehicle, or 
suffer or permit any vehicle belonging to him or her, or 
under his or her charge or control, to be driven or used for 
the conveyance, transportation or removal of any person 
infected vrith the small-pox, or the body of any person vrho 
may die of the small-pox, vrithout the written consent of 
the Health Officer, nor drive or use or suffer or permit the 
vehicle to be used or driven for the purpose aforesaid. 
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without its proper number being painted in plain black 
Arabic figures on a yellow ground, and to be affixed there 
on, as provided by the provisions of the Orders of the 
Board of Health in regard to such matters. 

PEBMIT FBOM HEALTH OFFICEB. 

Sec. 11. No person shall use or drive or permit or suffer 
a vehicle to be used or driven for the purpose aforesaid, 
without having said written permission of the Health Offi- 
cer, at all times conspicuously posted within the vehicle in 
such position as to be easily seen and read. 

Seo. 12. No person shall use or drive or suffer or per- 
mit any vehicle authorized by the written consent of the 
Health Officer to convey, transport or remove persons in- 
fected with the small-^pox, or the bodies of persons who 
may die of the small-pox, to be used or driven for the con- 
veyance, transportation or removal of persons un-infected 
with the small-pox, without the written consent of the 
Health Officer. 

Sec. 13. No person shall solicit the employment of any 
vehicle, or make or cause to be made false representations 
for the purpose of securing the employment of any vehicle 
other than those specially authorized to convey, transport 
or remove persons infected with, the small-pox, or the 
bodies of persons dying of the small-pox. 

PEBSONS INFECTED WITH SMALL POX. 

Sec 14. No person attending upon or otherwise coming 
in contact with any person affected with small-pox, in such 
a manner or to such an extent as to render him liable to 
communicate the disease, shall go upon any public street 
or in any way mingle with people not affected with the dis- 
ease. 

HEALTH OFFICEB TO PLACE PEBSON IN CHABOE. 

Sec 15. Whenever a case of small-pox shall exist in 
any house or tenement, and for any reason the person af- 
fected shall not be removed to the Small-pox Hospital, it 
shall be the duty of the Health Officer, when ordered by 
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the Board of Health, to place some competent person in 
charge of such premises, whose duty it shall be to see that 
the provisions of Section 14 are strictly observed, so long 
as the Board of Health may deem necessary for the public 
safety, and until no danger from contact can reasonably 
be apprehended. 

POWEB TO FUMIOATE. 

Sec. 16. The Health Officer shall have power to fumi- 
gate and disinfect any premises which in his judgment re- 
quire disinfecting, and to incur any reasonable expense 
necessary to that end, such expenditure to be subject to 
the approval of the Board of Health. 

Sec. 17. Nothing contained in Sections 14 and 15 shall 
be so construed as to apply to Physicians or annul any 
existing health regulation or order. 

REMOVAL TO HOSPITAL. 

Sec. 18. Whenever a case of small-pox is reported to 
the Health Officer or his deputy, it shall be his or his 
deputy's duty to immediately visit the premises where the 
person so affected resides or may be stopping, and the said 
Health Officer, upon the personal inspection of himself 
or of his deputy, shall cause the person so affected to be 
removed to the Small Pox Hospital, except whenever in 
his judgment it shall be deemed inexpedient to remove 
the person so affected to the said Small Pox Hospital 
aforesaid, then and in that event it shall be his duty 
to immediately cause to be erected a yellow or Quar- 
antine Flag, in a conspicuous place, on said premises, 
or to post upon the doorway of houses infected with 
the small-pox a placard setting forth the fact, the same to 
remain during the continuance of the disease on said 
premises. The determination of the Health Officer as to 
the nature of the disease, or the condition of the person 
shall be conclusive. 

NO REMOVALS WITHOUT CONSENT OP HEALTH OFFICER. 

Sec. 19. No person shall remove a small pox patient 
2 
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from any house or place within the limits of the city and 
oounty to any other house or place without the permission 
of the Health Officer. 

PBomBrriNO removals, except to hospital. 
Sec. 20. The Health Officer is hereby prohibited from 
removing or authorizing the removal of any small pox 
Patient from any place in the City and County of San 
Francisco, to any other place therein except the Small Pox 
Hospital. 

LOCATION OF BLAUOHTEB HOUSES. 

Sec. 21. No person shall establish or maintain any 
slaughterhouse; slaughter cattle, sheep, or any other kind 
of animals; pursue, maintain, or carry on any other business 
or occupation offensive to the senses or prejudicial to the 
public health or comfort within the limits of the City and 
County of San Francisco, except within that tract of land 
lying and being within the boundary of the City and 
County of San Francisco, and described as follows: 

Commencing at the intersection of the east line of Ken- 
tucky street with the southwest line of First avenue; thence 
southeast along the southwest line of First avenue to the 
northeast line of I street; thence southwesterly along the 
northerly line of I street to the southwest line of Seventh 
avenue; thence northwest along the southwest line of 
Seventh avenue to the southeast line of Eailroad avenue; 
thence northeast along the southeast line of Eailroad 
avenue to Kentucky street; thence north along the east 
line of Kentucky street to the southwest line of First 
avenue and place of commencement. 

Sec 22. No person shall establish, maintain or keep 
more than five swine, render tallow, cure or keep hides, 
skins or peltry, within the limits of the City and County of 
San Francisco, except within the tract of land bounded 
and described as follows: 

Commencing at the intersection of Kentucky street and 
First avenue; thence easterly along the line of First avenue 
to I street; thence southerly along the line of I street to 
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the Bay shore; thence westerly along the line of the Bay 
shore to Bailroad avenue; thence northerly along the line 
of Bailroad avenue to Kentucky street; thence northerly 
along the line of Kentucky, street to First avenue and place 
of commencement. 

Seo. 23. The foregoing orders and regulations shall 
take effect from and after their passage. 

PENALTY FOB VIOLATION OP SECTIONS 21 AND 22. 

SEa 24. No person shall establish, maintain or cany 
on any of the occupations mentioned in Sections 21 and 
22 without or beyond the limits in said sections 
prescribed, and so near to a public highway as to be offen- 
sive to the senses or prejudicial to the public health or 
comfort, or in any locality from which at any season of the 
year the water drains into any stream, lake or pond of 
fresh water. Any person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this Section shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than two hundred dollars, or by im- 
prisonment in the county jail not more than three months. 

Sec. 26. No person shall, within the limits prescribed 
in Section 22, keep any number of hogs or other 
animals in such a Planner as to be offensive to the 
senses or prejudicial to the public health or comfort Any 
person who shall violate any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor; and on con- 
viction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of hot more 
than fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail not 
more than twenty days. 

VAULTS AND DRAINAGE. 

Sec 26. No person shall construct or maintain, or 
suffer to be or remain upon his or her premises, or premi- 
ses under his or her control, any privy or privy-vault, cess- 
pool, sink or drain, without connecting the same with the 
street sewer in such a manner that it shall be effectually 
drained and purified, if there be a sewer in the street on 
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which said premises may be situated with which the same 
can be connected; and every drain which shall connect with 
a dwelling-house or building, or with any privy, privy-vault 
or cesspool, shall be constructed with a trap or apparatus 
which will effectually prevent the escape of gases from the 
sewer into such dwelling-house, building, privy, privy- 
vault or cesspool. Any person who shall violate any of 
the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor; and upon conviction, shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than five dollars nor more than one hundred ' 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail not more 
than fifty d^ys, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

REGULATIONS FOB VAULTS. 

Sec. 27. No person shall construct, without consent in 
writing of the Health Officer, any privy-vault on premises 
belonging to him, or under his control, unless the walls 
and bottom of such vault be of stone or brick, laid in 
cement, and at least eight inches in thickness. Any per- 
son who shall violate any of the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor; and upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail not more than fifty days.|| 

FOUL OR OFFENSIVE VAULTS OR DRAINS. 

Sbo. 28. No person shall suffer or permit any premises 
belonging to or occupied by him, or any cellar, vault, 
privy, pool, sewer, or private drain thereon or therein, to 
become nauseous, foul or offensive, and prejudicial to 
public health or public comfort. Any person who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor; and on conviction thereof, shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than ten nor more 
than fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail 
not less than five nor more than twenty days. 

REGULATION FOR * ' NIGHT CARTS. ** 

Seo. 29. No person shall use or drive any of the ve- 
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hides commonly known as "night carta," in any portion 
of the city and county lying east of Van Ness avenue, south 
of Market street,* and north of Corbett street, except be- 
tween the hours of twelve o'clock midnight and five o'clock 
in the morning; and no person shall use any such vehicle 
or swill cart, at any time, unless the same be perfectly 
staunch, tight, and closely covered, so as to wholly pre- 
vent leakage or smell. 

Sec. 30. No person shall use a " night cart " without 
first having obtained from the Board of Health a general 
permit authorizing the use of the same and designating a 
place where the substances carried therein may be depos- 
ited. 

Sec. 31. No permit shall be granted by the Board of 
Health, or continue in force without renewal, for a longer 
period than three months. 

Sec. 32. All ''night carts" shall be under the control 
of the Board of Health; and the said Board of Health may, 
for cause shown, revoke any permit granted by it. 

WASHING ANIMALS OB CABBIAOES. 

Sec. 33. No person shall wash, or cause to be washed, 
any horse, mule or other animal, or any carriage or other 
vehicle in any public street in this city and county, east of 
the line of Stockton street to Market street; thence along 
the southwesterly line of Market street to Fourth street; 
thence along the northeasterly line of Fourth street to 
Harrison street; thence along the northerly line of Harri- 
son street to the Bay, between the hours of eight o'clock in 
the forenoon and ten o'clock in the afternoon. 

BUTCHEBS' OFFAL OR GARBAGE. 

Seo. 34. No butchers' offal or garbage, nor any dead 
animals, nor any putrid or stinking animal, or vegetable 
matter, shall be allowed to remain on the. premises of any 
person, or be thrown into any street or alley, place or re- 
ceiving basin, or into any standing water or excavation, or 
upon the grounds or premises of any other person in the 
city. 
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DANOEROUS OB DETRIMENTAL PUBSUITS. 

Beg. 35. No person shall be permitted to pursue any 
business or occupation in the city, tha^ is dangerous or 
detrimental to life or health, and every such business or 
pursuit shall be promptly discontinued. 

GENERATING OF UNWHOLESOME ODOR& 

Seo. 36. The rendering, heating, or steaming of any 
animal or vegetable product or substance generating noi- 
some or unwholesome odors, or gaseous vapors, shall be 
conducted in steam-tight kettles, tanks or boilers, and such 
method adopted as will entirely condense, decompose, de- 
odorize, or destroy the odors, vapors and gaseous products. 
And no person shall be permitted to bum upon his prem- 
ises, street, alley, or other place, any animal or vegetable 
substance which will create noisome or unwholesome odors. 

Seo. 37. No person shall, without a permit from the 
Health Officer, carry or remove from one building to the 
other, or from any railroad depot to any house, or through 
the public streets, or from any boat to the shore, any per- 
son sick of any contagious disease, or any person that has 
been exposed to, and is liable veiy soon to develop any 
contagious disease, nor any articles that have been exposed 
to any such diseasa 

Seo. 38. No person shall draw off or allow to run 
on any ground, street or alley of this city, the contents, 
or any part thereof, of any vault, privy, cess-pool, hog- 
pen, or sink; nor shall any owner, tenant, or occupant of 
any building, to which any vault, sink, privy or cess-pool, 
shall appertain or be attached, permit the contents to be- 
come offensive. 

PERMIT FOR EMPTYING VAULTS, ETC. 

SEa 39. No person shall empty or attempt to empty, 
any vault, sink, privy, or cess-pool in the city, except 
pursuant to a permit therefor first received from the 
Board of HealtL 
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BEMOYAL OF MANUBE. 

Seo. 40. Every owner, lessee, tenant and occupant 
of any stable, stall or apartment, in which any hoise, 
cattle or swine, or any other animal, shall be kept, or of 
any place in which manure, or any liquid discharge of such 
animals shall collect or accumulate, shall cause said liquid 
and manure to be removed to some proper place, and shall 
at all times keep or cause to be kept such stalls, stables and 
apartments, and the drainage, yards and appurtenances 
thereof in a cleanly and wholesome condition. 

UNWHOLESOME MEAT. 

Seo. 41. No butcher or other person shall know- 
ingly kill any cow, sheep or hog that is pregnant, and the 
meat of any such cow, sheep or hog shall not be sold or 
offered for sale for human food at any market or elsewhere 
in this city. 

Seo. 42 . No meat, fish, birds or fowl, or vegetables not 
then being healthy, fresh, sound, wholesome and safe for 
human food, nor any meat or fish that died by disease or 
accident, shall be brought within this city, or offered or 
held for sale in any public or private market, as such food, 
anywhere in the city and county. 

Sec. 43. No calf, pig or lamb shall be killed, ot the 
meat thereof be held or offered for sale as food in this 
city, which, at the date of its death, was less than four 
weeks old, th^ mother being at the time of its birth alive 
and in health; nor shall any meagre, sickly, or unwhole- 
some fish, birds, or fowls, be bought, held, sold, or offered 
for sale as food in said city. 

adulterated mile. 

Sec. 44. No person shall offer or have for sale, in the 
city, any unwholsome, watered, or adulterated milk, or 
milk known as swill milk, or milk from cows (or other 
animals) that are fed on swill, garbage or other like sub- 
stance, nor any butter or cheese made from such milk. 
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UNHBALTHT FOWLS OB FISH. 

Seo. 45. No cased, blown, plaited, raised, stuffed, 
putrid, impure or unhealthy, or unwholsome meat or fish, 
bhrds or fowl, shall be held, bought or sold, or offered for 
sale for human food, or held or kept in any market, public 
or private, or any public place in this city and county . 

DECAYED VEGETABLES OB FBUIT. 

Ssa 46. No person shall sell or offer for sale, or bring 
within the limits of this city, any decayed or damaged 
vegetables or fruits. 

OVEB-CBOWDED TENEKENTS. 

Sec 47. Whenever the Board of Health shall be sat- 
isfied from the report of the Health Officer, or from the 
reports of the Health Inspectors to the Health Officer, 
that the number of persons occupying any tenement or 
building is so great as to be the cause of nuisance or sick- 
ness, or a source of filth, or whenever apartments are used 
for lodging that are damp, or not properly provided with 
water, or privies, or vaults, or that such apartments or 
rooms used for lodgings are improperly crowded, the 
Health Officer shall cause to be served a written notice 
upon the owner, lessee, agent or occupant, requesting 
them, within three days time, to correct or remove the spe- 
cific objection named or designated in his said notice; and 
if, at the expiration of the number of days mentioned in 
said notice, said owner, lessee, agent or occupant shall 
fail to remove or correct the objection named, or abate the 
evil of which complaint may be made, then and in that 
event said Health Officer is hereby granted full power and 
authority, and it is hereby made his duty, to order the 
apartment or apartments, room or rooms, house or houses, 
partially vacated, so that the said house or apartments 
shall not contain more than the number of persons ad- 
judged or determined by him . to be safe for the health of 
the occupants or neighborhood; and should said owner 
or owners, agent or agents, lessee or lessees, occupant or 
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occupants, neglect or refuse to obej the said order, or regu- 
lations, or request of the Health Officer, made in the exer- 
cise of the power herein conferred, he or they shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor; and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail 
not more than sixty days, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 

The determination of the Health Officer as to the number 
of persons to be allowed to occupy or lodge in auy tene- 
ment house, or given »ize of room or rooms, apartment or 
apartments, shall be final and conclusive. 

PENALTY FOR VIOLATION OF REGULATION S. 

Sec. 48. Any person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of these Orders and Regulations, and any person 
who shall neglect or refuse to obey any Order or Eegulation 
made by the Board of Health in the exercise of the pow- 
ers conferred by law, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor; and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than five hundred dollar^, or by im- 
prisonment in the county jail not more thdn six months, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment, except wherein it is 
otherwise provided. 

Sec. 49. All Orders and Regulations, or parts of Orders 
and Regulations, as far as they conflict with the provisions 
of these Orders and Regulations, are hereby repealed. 
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
